THE OUTBREAK. AT 
WDUCHANG. - 


A Woobang correspondent of 
the North China Baily News, 
writing on the 11th inst, states 

To-day has brought still farther 
news and rumour. and: comment 
on the strange outbreak at Wo- 
chang, Thera was at first a 
rumour that Genera! Warg him- 
self had really connived at the 
mutiny. Such a theory is, onthe 
whole, difficult to accept. Wang 
Chan-ynan has a tolerably ood 
record ia Wu-Han, a8 Milita y 
Governors go." 

Hig soldiers have usually been 
orderly and civil. He bas upheld 
the traditional policy ofa Yangtza 
peaceful, sacure and well-polised, 
the meating-placa of Chinese and 
foreign merchants, as of Chinese 
and foreign scholarship, Cieneral 
Wang has followed, though very 
meanly, in the wake of the great 
Chang Chih-tung, whose sagacity 
and enterprise did so much for 
both Chinese and foreign com- 
merce in this district. 

Now,ia one night Wang bas 
lost heavily in “face” and pres- 
tige. He has become a name to 
laugh at or to curse at in the 
city, where he gained a certain 
solidity of reputation. He has 
allowed the Yangtze traditions 
to be rudely broken and the 
soldiers of the Provincial capital 
heve, almost uvbindered. set a 
terrible example of lootand raping 
to all the littl insolent gar- 
nsons in town and country. It 
ia dificult to think that General 
Wang would do this wilfally. Is 
may be true that his probable de- 
parture would make it desirable 
to have all records lost ot the 
large issue of paper cash notes 
during his regime, but a3 an ac- 
countan! suggests, records could 
be easily pieced together again 
from the numbers, dates, etc., of 
the recent cash-bills now current. 

MANY EXECUTIONS. . 

‘There is a general feeling in the 
city now that the worst isover, 
The troops, who are presumed to 
be loyal, have red bands tied 
round their left arm.:' Of course. 
almost all of them saem to “sport” 
this red band. ‘What is far more 
hopeful is the fact that the City 
Police have been asserting them- 
selves with vigour, investigating 
suspicious casas: scrutinizing too 
bulky “peices” or boxes that 
have a doubtful heaviness about 
them. . ‘

Numerous packages of silver 
and bills have been picked up 
amongst the grassy and, weeds, in 
the open places, or fished up out 
of dirty ponds and ditcbes add 
even from the larger lotus pools 
in. the city. This is quite a 
healthy and reassuring sign. On 
the other hand the rumoured fate 
at the Siao Han of those who 
ventured northwards by the 
Railway bas so terrified the 
others, who-are really on the 
black list, thattbey refuse tomove. 
There are, for instance, asfar as 
I can discover, tbree or four 
T’uan of the 20th Division. who 
should have left. but they still 
loiter here. 


CARE OF MISSION ARIES 
‘ PROMISED. , 

One of the most satisfactory 
features to the “ extraterritorial 
foreigner” is the fact that up te 
the present. the foreign com- 
pounds have been respected by 
the Chinese troops and have 
been entirely immune from 
attack, partly perhaps because 
their isso fittle to interest such 
looters and also so much nuisance 
and bother in getting at it. 

On Wednesday. the American 
Consul-General and the British 
vice-cnnsul after same dificalty 
obtained an entrance to the city 
and in an interview with Genera! 
Wang. were apparently assured 
by him that special care had beer 
taken of the missionaries, whe 
were allsate.

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SCENE IN THE REICHSTAG. 
Last-Minute Surrender to 
the Entente Powers, 

Half an hour after the. clook 


Germany and a defeated France 
—Germany at last bowed its head 
to the victoriaus Entente. By a 
majority of 46 fn a House of 397, 
the Reichatag accepted the 
Vltimatum. 

Ig was a sullen last’ minute 
surrender, aftera debate marked 
mainly by apologetic despair on 
the side of the Government and 
wild recrimination by its oppan- 
ents, writes the Daily Carunicle 
special correspondent at Berlin. 

Of the vazions parties accept- 
ance-was supported by the Can- 
tre, Democrats, and Socialists, 
and rejection by the Nationalists, 
People’s party, and Bavarians. 

THE “YES GONERN MENT. 

The new “Yes” Govenment, 
as itis already dubbed, had only 
been. brought together half an 
hour before the assembly. The 
coalition is compossed of Cantre, 


;Democrats, and Majority Social- 


ists, with Dr. Wirth, Vatholic; 
and professor of philosophy, as 
Chancellor and Acting Foreign 
Minister, until such time as some- 
one not yet discovered is willing 
to take that thankless post. 


It differs from the old coalition 
in the presence of Socialists and 
the absence of the People’s party, 
and it reserobles: it in that a 
Minority Governmont is depend- 
ent for its continued existence on 
the benevolent neutrality of the 
Independent Socislists and 
Bavarians, : 


That Germany has escapzd the 
irretrievable disaster involved in 
the rejection of the Ultimatom is 
owing first to the determined 
attitude of the Socialists, and 
second tothe willingness of the 
Catholic Centze to take its share 
in the onus of surrender. 


PEOPLE'S PARTY. 

The Democrats wavered up 
to the [ast moment, and 
‘the Nationalists shoured defiance 
from the first, From the latter 
nobody expected anything else, 
and their ravings are undeserving 
of mach consideration. 


But judgreent must ba passed 
om the so-called People’s party, 
composed chiefly of industrial 
magnates. It wag they, under 
the leadership of Herr Stinnes, 
who played s most unworthy 
part, and who jeopardised the 
whole future of the country.: 

Their spokesman in the surren- 
der debate was Herr Stressounac. 
He himself was originally the 
tooat tikely candidate for a Chan- 
sellorship favouring recancilia- 
tion. He was unable, however, to 
overcome the resistance of the 
Stinnes group, and ia his speech 
had, as leader, to state the views 
‘ofthe pariy asa whole. 
* These were that German in- 
dustry cannot stend the repara- 
tioa demanded that the conditions 
rob Urermany of its sovereignty, 
economic and financial, that the 
disarmament clauses are incon- 
sonant with the Versailles Treaty 
and, finally, no guarantee was

Reuter’s message concerning the opening of the North 
of Ireland Parliament makes an agreeable contrast to the 
kind of report the world has grown accustomed to receiving 
from the Emerald Isle. As a piece of pageantry the 
ceremony was evidently impressive. aud. indeed the visit of 

_ the British Sovereiyn with bis Consurt to inaugurate an 
Trish Legislature marks a memorable event in the annals 
of Ireland and of the E:mpire. for it opens a new page in 
the history of the country whose grievances have so long 
disturbed the harmony of the United Kingdom, to say 
nothing of a wider area. The loyal. or rather the enthust- 
astic, reception accorded their Majesties. by the concourse 
of spectators along the route of the procession’and the 
immunity from molestation of the Royal visitors are 
matters for hearty congratulation. But. then. from Ulster 
this was tobe expected. | * 

In opening the North of [reland Parliament his 


. Majesty. made an eloquent appeal for reconciliation, 


emphasising the fact that the whole English-speaking world 
earnestly desired a solution of the problem. The speech 
of the Sovereign vibrates: with this earnest wish. The 
eyes of the Empire. as his Majesty well said. are on 
Treland. and as the first step to end strife King George 
appealed to all Irishmen to forgive aud forget. by joining 
in aneffort to institute in their beloved land an era of 
peace, contentment, and goodwill. The Sovereign concluded 
by expressing a hope that Southern Ireland would shortly 
“parallel what had just been consummated at Belfast, and 
that Irishmen would work together in a common love for 
their native land,, . ; ; 
His Majesty's reasoned appeal might well awaken a 
- responsive echo in the breasts of all. men not blinded by 
fanaticism. As to whether it will do so, one cannot, 
‘unfortunately, feel very confident. In Ulster the 
istature will, presumably, function. The few Sinn

anything extra themselves. The 
Government admits that in some 
cases this increase amonnted to 
no less than 20 per cent. and the 
Colonial Secretary was cightly 
plain spoken about his opinion of 
this proceeding. Every resident 
will also admire H. E. the 
Governor's very curt criticisms 
of the policy of profiteering which 
s> many landlords have been 
following.

NAPOLEON'S TASTE IN LETTERS. 


That mare books—historiea, bio- 
graphies, reminisconces, navel , 
and what-not—have been written 
about Napoleon than about any 
other man has become a com- 
monplace. The recent Centenary 
has prompted a discussion as to 
what books the great captain 
read. “ Napolean once daoclared 
that be never read a book unless 
it waa of immediate use him. 
This is not borne out by his 
portable library, prominent among 
its contents being “Ossian ”—the 
work which once had old Sam 
Johnson at daggers drawn with 
Macpherson, against whom the 
doctor provided himself with a 
cudgel. Of what practical 
assistance in the work of cam- 
pagning ** Ossian ™ could be is not 
manifest. -  —- 

Homer, Bossuet, and Voltaire 
are numbered among Napoleon's 
favourites. Evidently the Emperor 
liked = variety. He admired 
Le Sage, and spoke highly, 
of “Clarissa.” For. Rousseau's 
philesphic writings Napoleon had 
no use—-Jean Jacques belonged 
to the class whom Napoleon was 
fond of stigmatising as ideologues ; 
but, odd as it may seem, he 
praised that typically sentimental 
piece, the" New Heloise.” This 
reminds one of tha Emperor's 
admiration of a famous German 
romance, “The Sorrows of 
Werther,’ which he not only read 
a number of times, but directly 
criticised wher he met its dis- 
tinguished author. 

French critics—Taine among 
if I remember rightly — 
have accused Goethe of purloin- 
ing from Jean Jacques. The 
charge is irrational, for.there is 
ttle intrinsic similarity between 
the fervent, if hysterical, idealist 
ot Goathe’s novel and the “hero” 
of “La Nouvelle Heloise.” St. 
Preu would have been more likely 
to have consoled himself with 
another mistress than to have 
imitated Goethe's despairing 
youth by putting a. pistol to his 
forehead. _ One might as well 
accuse Jean Jacques of borrowing 
froro Richardson—shough that, 
too, would be irrational. . 

What currency “Werther” 
enjoyed mey. be judged 
from the fact that effigies 
of its central figure ap- 
peared in Chins. Napoleon's 
criticism was that it was a fault 
to make Werther a victim of both 
love and ambition. Goethe bim- 
solf—mistakenly as Lewes thinks 
—adopted this view. And surely 
the illustrious German's - English 
biographer iscorrect. “Werther’s” 
prototype was, in fact, a victim 
of both. . 

lf propos Napoleon's interest in 
“Werther.” the Countess de 
Montbolon relates the following 
incilent at Malmaison, just after 
the fatal day of Waterloo :— 

Queen Hortense kept going 
continually into the Emperor's 
room; and once, as she came 
out from seeing him, she said 

to those who were present: “I 

do not understand the Emperor. 

Instead of coming to some 

decision about fis departure, 

he is reading a novel.” 

What novelit wasis not known. 
Could it bave been with the 
romance of the Sturm und Drang 
tbat the Emperor was consoling 
himself for the loss of his crown ? 

Napoleon had an’ indifferent 
opinion of men of letters personal- 
ly, regarding them as frivolous 
characters. Evidently this did 
not apply to Goethe, his words 
of greeting to, whom are historic.
